“The enemy held the line of the 
Marne, which was crossed by our 
forces on September 9, as a pure rear- 

ard operation. Our passage of the 

urcq, which here runs almost due 
east and west, was not contested. 
‘Vesle was only lightly held, while re- 
sistance along the Aisne, both against 
the French and British, has been and 
still is of a determined character. 

“On Friday, September 11, but lit- 
tle opposition was met with along any 
- of our front and the direction 
of the advance was for the purpose 
of co-operating with our allies, turned 
slightly to the northeast. The day was 
Spent in rushing forward and gather- 

ing in various hostile detachments. 
\By nightfall our forces had reached a 
Vine north of the Oureg, extending 
from Oulchy le Chateau to Longpont. 

On this day there was also a gen- 
eral advance of the French all along 
their whole line, which ended in a 
substantial success, in one portion of 
the field Duke Albrecht of Wuerttem- 
burg’s army being driven back across 
the Saulx, and elsewhere the whole

“It was only on this day that the 
full extent of the victory gained by 
the allies on Beptember & was appre- 
ciated by them and the morale of this 
success has been enormous. An order 
dated September 6 and 7, issued by 
the commander of the German Ber- 
enth Corps. was picked up. It stated 
that the great object of the war was 
about to be attained. since the French 
were going to accept battle, and that 
upon the result of this battle would 
depend the iasue of the war and the 
henor of the German armies, 

“It seems ‘probable that the Ger- 
mans not only expected to find that 
the British army was beyond the pow- 
er of assuming the offensive for some 
time, but counted on the French being 
driven back onto the line of the Beine, 
and that, though surpriged to find the 
latter moving forward against them 
after they had crossed the Marne, they 
were in no wise deterred from making 
@ great effort. 

“On Saturday, the 12th, the enemy 
were found to be occupying a very 
formidable position opposite us on the 
north of the line at Soissona. They 
had both sides of the river and an 
eritrenched line on the hills to the 
north of eight road bridges and two 
railway bridges crossing the Aisne, 
within our section of the front. Seven 
of the former and both of the latter 
had been demolished. 

“Working from the west to the 
east, our third army corps. gained 
—— high ground south of the Aisne 
Overlook! the Aiene Valley, to the 
east of Soiesons. Here a long-range 
artifiery duel between our guns and 
those of the French on our left and

nued during the greater part of the 
day, and did not cease until nearly 
midnight. The ehemy had a very 
large number of heavy in 
well-concealed positions.

“The second army corps did not 
eroas the Aisne. The first army corps 
got over the River Vesie, to the south 
ef the Aisne, after the crossing had 
been secured by the first cavalry divi- 

It then reached a line south of 

Aisne practically without fighting. 

“At Braisne the cavalry division 
met with considerable opposition 
from infantry and machine guna 
holding the town and guarding the 
bridge. With the aid of some of our 
infantry it gained possession of the 
town about. midday, driving the 


some of them may be gathered from 


enemy to the north, Some hundred 
prisoners were captured und 
Braisne, where the Germans had 
thrown a large amount of field gun 
ammunition into the river. It was 
visible under two feet of water. 

“On our right the French reached 
the line of the River Vesle. On this 
day began an action along the Aisne, 
which not yet finished, and which 
may be merely of a rear-guard na- 
ture on a large scale, or may be the 
commencement of a battle of a more 
serious nature. 

“It rained heavily on Saturday aft- 
ernoon, and all through the night, 
which severely handicapped the 
transport. 

“On Sunday, the 18th, extremely 
strong resistance was eneountered on 
the whole of our front, which was 
some fifteen miles in length. The ac- 
tion still consisted for the most 
of long-range gun fire, that of the 
Germans being to & great extent from 
their heavy howitzers, which were fir- 
ing from cleverly-concealed positions.

“An officer proceeding along the 
road in charge of a number of led 
horses, received information that 
there were some of the enemy in the 
neighborhood. He gave the order to 
charge, whereupon three German of- 
ficere and 106 men surrendered. 

“At Senlis, immediately on his ar- 
rival, a proclamation was issued by 
the commander of a German division. 
The main points were that all arme 
were to be handed in at the town hall 
at once; that all civilians found with 
arms would be shot at once; that no

COURT IGNORES 
POISON TALE. 


Effort to Implicate Agoure 
Heirs Frustrated. 


Widow on the Stand Barely 
Escapes Fine, 


Held in Contempt but Age 
Her Salvation. 


Sensational charges made by John 
Lapique against Mrs. Kats Agoure, 
widow of Pierre Agoure, and her chil- 
dren, Juliette Agoure de Celis, Angile 
Agoure Vail, Byon Agoure Brincop, 
Vivian and Lester Agoure, in connec- 
tion with the death of the millionaire 
cattle and sheep owner, were ignored 


yesterday by Judge Rives of the Pro- 
bate Department when he refused to 
hear any evidence bearing on the alle- 
gations. 

The court was hearing the protest 
of Lapique against the distribution of 
the Agoure estate when the plaintiff 
made the accusations, having included 
them in his petition. Lapique declared 
that the petitioners had conspired to 
kill Agoure for two years before No- 
vomder 29, 1912, and on the latter 
date did put him out of the way by 
administering formaldehyde. The pe- 
tition recited also that the petitioners 
had conspired to kill him by the same 
means. | 

Upon these assertions Lapique said 
he would ask the court to prevent the 
property distribution. Judge Rives 
declared that the matter of Agoure's 
death was not on trial and that he 
would hear testimony only 
the property involved. 

AS TO FORMALDEHYDE. 


Lapique introduced the death cer- 
tificate alleged to have been signed 
by Coroner Hartwell, which gave as 
the cause of death “accidentally tak- 
ing formaldehyde.” 

When the court ruled adversely to 
Lapique the latter said that such a 
charge never becomes outlawed and 
there will come a time when it can 
be taken up again. :

circle around the grave of their sor- 
mer chief. 

After Dr. Josch Whylock of Glen- 
dale had read irom a praver book, 
each member of the company went 
forward and laid a bit of grass or 
a bouquet on the grave. The most 
precious tribute on the mound was a 
sprig of Scotch heather from across 
the sea, taken to the cemetery by Dr. 
Whylock. 

“This wee bit of heather came only 
this morning in the mail from Scot- 
land,” Dr. Whylock explained to the 
company. “It gives me pleasure to 
be able to place it on our beloved 
chief's grave.“ 

The family ceremonial was planned

by Mrs. May Whitney Emerson, secre- 
cary of the Society de Sancto-Claro, of 
No. 616 South Burlington street. This 
historic society is composed of mem- 
bers of the Sinclair clan. 

“The Earl who lies buried here was 
gentle, kind and beautiful in char- 
acter,” Mrs. Emerson said in a short 
address. “A woman who knew him 
told me that he had the heart and 
the manners of a noble king. I could 
relate many Neidents showing hie 
admirable character, but I will men- 
tion only one other. He was god- 
father to 100 boys who were poor and 
needy. This is only one example of 
his kindness. 

“We are assembled here to pay our 
respects to greatness and show that 
we have respect for authority. We 
have great responsibilities as descend- 
ants of a race which traces its noble 
line to 112 B. C. The Ute of the 
late Earl is proof that there is honor 
in leading men to higher planes of 
living as well as leadihg men along 
the road to Paria.” 1 

Mr. Emerson explained that the 
“Blade o’ Grass” ceremony originated 
many centuries ago in Arabia and 
later was adopted in Scotland. 

“In ancient times in Arabia when a 
chief was killed in battle his fol- 
lowers covered his body with bits of 
grass and flowers and the earth was 
piled over the mound,” she continued. 
“The same method was followed in 
burying chiefs of our clan. It is our 
purpose to repeat this unique and his- 
toric ceremony annually here at this

And Business Rushing! 


WASHINGTON TO CRIPPLE 
OUR POSTOFFICE FORCE? 


NUMBER of rush telegrams were | 

dispatched to Washington yester- 

day in opposition to the proposed 
reduction of the force employed in 
the postoffice. 

From appearances it will be for our 
Senator and Representatives, to say 
nothing of the Chamber of Commerce, 
to get busy and see that the Pustoffice 
Department does not carry out its an- 
nounced policy of cutting twenty men 
off the list of employees here and mak- 
ing them substitutes with employment 
uncertain. 8 

Last May and June, during the ses- 
sion of the Efficiency Commission con- 
sisting of Messrs. Knox, Bushnell and 
Martin, business at the Los Angeles 
office was a bit dull, and the commis- 
sioners sent in a report to the effect 
that twenty men could be dispensed 
with here with no injury to the pub- 
lic service. 

The recommendation was pigeon- 
holed and has but recently been heard 
from. In the meantime the business 
of the Los Angeles postoffice has in- 
creased by receipts varying from $15,- 
000 to $25,000 a month over the same 
period last year, and everybody about 
the office has been rushed. The con- 
ditions that might have obtained last 
May and June were bygones. _ 

Yesterday an order came from 
Washington to the postmaster to re- 
duce his force as indicated, and pre- 
dicated upon the recommendation of 
the Efficiency Commission. The post- 
master said at once that to do so 
would cripple the service, and wired 
back to Washington, asking that the 


order be suspending pending an in- 
vestigation; and further informing the 
Postoffiice Department that there 
would be no changes 


dismissals until it had been shown 
that the reduction was necessary, 
pending of course, a full inquiry into 
the needs of the service. Inspector 
Knox, who joined in making the re- 
port in favor of the reduction of the 
force, was wired also in Washington, 
acquainting him with conditions here 
and asking that he do what he could 
to secure a revocation of the order. 

Meanwhile everybody at the post- 
office is awaiting developments. 

The false economy just at this time 
when the business of the local office 
is constantly increasing, with the 
holidays coming on, and a campaign 
that means thousands of dollars to 
the postoffice, is looked upon as noth- 
ing short of suicidal, and every effort 
will be made to ward off the threat- 
ened blow. The Senators and Repre- 
sentatives have been appealed to in 
the hope that the order may be 
rescinded, not only as a matter of 
justice to the local postoffice, but to 
the thousands of patrons who. would 
be inconvenienced by the change. 

It is probable that the recom- 
mendation of the Efficiency Commis- 
sion when made, was pigeon-holed; 
that for the moment it represented 
conditions at the office; that since 
then business has grown and in- 
creased, and the only record in the 
department in regard to the Los An- 
geles office shows that there had been 
a reduction, with the silence of the 
grave on the proposition that the lull 
was only temporary and that business 
at the present time is heavier than 
at any previous date and constantly. 
increasing. 

It is a matter of surprise at the 
local postoffice that Inspector Knox 
should have joined in the recom- 
mendation of his fellow members of 
the Efficiency ‘Commission. He has
